To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1924. 

The  Report,  as  in  the  last  4  years,  is  an  abbreviated  one. 

The  most  notable  feature  in  the  General  Statistics  is  the  decline 
of  the  Birth-Rate.  Reference  to  the  chart  on  page  15  shows  that 
there  has  been  a  very  considerable  and  rapid  fall  since  1920,  and 
that  the  Birth-Rate  is  in  fact  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  with  the 
exception  of  1910  when  the  figure  was  15‘1,  and  the  two  war  years 
of  1917  and  1918  when  the  figures  were  13*6  and  14  respectively. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  more  houses  have  not  been 
built  during  the  year — doubtless  due  to  economic  considerations. 

As  I  pointed  out  last  year,  the  Census  Returns  showed  that 
nearly  double  the  number  of  people  were  living  in  1  to  3  rooms  com¬ 
pared  with  1911,  with  the  result  that  there  is  a  marked  increase  in 
overcrowding ;  one,  if  not  the  principal,  bar  to  physical  and  social 
improvement. 

Houses  that  were  regarded  defective  10  years  ago  have  probably 
undergone  a  good  deal  of  further  deterioration  and  can  by  no  stretch  of 
imagination  be  regarded  as  adequate  to-day. 

Two  small  epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox 
occurred  during  the  year,  but  on  the  whole  the  town  has  been 
remarkably  free  from  any  severe  infectious  disease. 

No  cases  of  Small- pox  were  reported  in  Leamington,  but  out¬ 
breaks  occurred  in  several  districts  in  Warwickshire.  The  cases 
were  mainly  of  a  mild  type,  but  there  is  no  assurance  that  the  disease 
will  continue  in  its  present  form.  In  the  event  of  the  introduction 
of  the  disease  into  the  town,  especially  if  it  takes  on  a  more  virulent 
form,  the  un vaccinated  condition  of  a  large  percentage  of  the 
children  is  most  serious  and  disquieting.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  was  181.  This 
includes  all  marriages  in  the  Churches  and  all  marriages  in  the 
Chapels  having  an  authorised  parson ;  but  with  regard  to  marriages 
registered  by  the  Registrar,  only  including  those  where  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  resided  in  Leamington.  If  we  could  claim  them 
all,  the  marriage  rate  would  be  6’2  per  1,000  living. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1924 
was  426.  Of  these,  78  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  59  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  407,  giving  a  Death-rate  of  13*9  per 
1,000. 

The  Death-rate  for  Leamington  Spa,  corrected  for  age  and  sex 
distribution,  by  the  figure  computed  in  1913  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  but  which  now  probably  requires  considerable  correction, 
was  1T55  per  1,000. 


The  average  age  at  death  was  56' 9.

STILLBIRTHS. 

29  Notices  were  received  from  the  Borough  Treasurer,  acting  as 
Registrar  of  Cemeteries,  of  which  17  were  males  and  12  females, 
The  deaths,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  were  due  to  Death  of 
Mother  3,  Shock  2,  Breech  Presentation  4,  Antepartum  Haemorrhage 
1,  Specific  Disease  1,  Premature  Birth  8,  Malnutrition  of  Mother  2, 
Cord  Presentation  2,  Not  Known  6. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  there  appears  to  be  a  steady  if  slight 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  Still  Births  to  Births.  For  1924  it 
was  6’92,  as  against  4'47  for  1923,  while  for  the  last  5  years  the 
average  has  been  5  as  against  4  for  the  preceding  5  years. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  64' 1,  is  somewhat  higher  than  last 
year,  but  this  is  the  case  throughout  the  country,  both  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  for  the  157  smaller  towns  (1921  adjusted  population, 
20,000  to  50,000)  the  figures  for  which  are  75  and  71  respectively. 

It  will  be  further  seen  in  Table  II.  that  the  average  rate  for 
the  last  30  years  is  97'63  per  1,000  Births,  as  compared  with 
that  of  64’ 1  in  the  past  year.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  number  of  babies  brought  to  the  Infant  Clinic  was 
272,  of  whom  172  had  been  born  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
representing  38%  of  all  babies  born  in  this  town  in  1924,  as 
against  29%  last  year.  The  weighings  numbered  2,117,  and  the 
average  attendance  was  42. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  once  again  due  to  those  who 
have  assisted  voluntarily  at  the  Clinic,  and  also  to  the  subscribers 
to  the  Infant  Health  Society,  whose  generosity  has  permitted  of 
Milk,  Glaxo,  Virol,  and  Lactagol  to  a  considerable  amount,  to  be 
distributed  among  necessitous  and  deserving  cases. 

VISITING. 

During  the  year  1,998  visits  were  paid  to  405  babies,  and  512 
to  older  children,  and  also  126  to  older  people. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following  : — 
Breast  fed,  314  ;  partly  breast  fed,  51  ;  and  bottle  fed,  33. 

8  children  survived  only  24  hours ;  29  were  stillborn,  and  47 
were  not  visited. 

157  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  452  births  reported,  156  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  296  by  Midwives. 

INFANT  FEEDING. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order, 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Glaxo  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
Glaxo,  and  under  this  arrangement  3,170  lbs.  of  Glaxo  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  317  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

Under  the  above  Order  also,  the  Council  has  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  give  dinners  to  poor  expectant  mothers,  and  68  dinners 
in  9  cases  have  been  so  provided. 

MATERNITY  CASES. 

Under  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Council  and 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  whereby  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee, 
together  with  a  fixed  charge  per  head,  3  beds  are  retained  for 
maternity  cases,  30  women  were  admitted  for  confinement.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  these  cases  was  15  days.  As 
suggested  in  the  Circular,  “Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  4,”  these 
cases  are  confined  to  two  classes:  (l)  Cases  of  Difficult  Labour; 
(2)  Cases  of  Normal  Labour  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
of  opinion  that  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.

Two  small  Epidemics  occurred  during  the  year,  one  of  Whooping 
Cough  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  of  which  191  cases 
were  reported,  and  the  other  of  Chicken-Pox  of  242  cases. 

As  neither  of  these  Diseases  are  notifiable,  undoubtedly  a  very 
much  larger  number  of  cases  really  occurred- 

Diphtheria  notifications  numbered  7  only,  the  smallest  number 
recorded  in  the  last  20  years  with  the  exception  of  1911. 

14  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  reported.  A  larger 
number  than  in  all  the  years  together  since  1919,  when  notification 
of  this  disease  was  made  compulsory. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  especially  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  The  disease  in  itself  was  not  of  a  severe  type,  but 
was  characterised  by  a  tendency  to  Bronchial  complications  and 
especially  persistent  and  irritating  cough  which  was  very  resistent 
to  treatment. 


AGE  INCIDENCE.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — 49  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  Of 
these,  44  were  removed  to  Heathcote.  The  disease  generally  was— 
as  it  has  been  of  recent  years— of  a  very  mild  type,  complications 
were  few,  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

Diphtheria.— 7  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  1  died.  All 
of  these  cases  were  sent  to  Heathcote  Hospital.  As  far  as 
possible,  all  contacts  were  swabbed.  The  distribution  was  as

PNEUMONIA. — During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1924, 
notifications  of  this  disease  were  as  follows  : —

Erysipelas. — Notifications  of  this  disease  numbered  10. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  1924. 

VACCINATION. — Apathy  to  vaccination  continues,  and  despite 
the  fact  that  Smallpox  was  prevalent  in  Warwickshire  very  few  re¬ 
vaccinations  were  performed  and  less  than  half  the  babies  born  in 
1924  vaccinated.  From  the  return  of  the  Vaccination  Officer 
I  am  enabled  to  give  the  figures  for  vaccination  of  the  children  born 
from  1st  July,  1923,  to  30th  June,  1924,  viz.: —

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It  will  be  thus  seen  that  of  485  living  children  only  47  per  cent, 
are  known  to  have  been  vaccinated.  Small  though  this  percentage 
is,  it  is  better  than  last  year  when  only  32%  were  vaccinated. 

No  primary  vaccinations  or  re- vaccinations  were  performed 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917, 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Measles. — The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  unofficially  noti¬ 
fied  was  36,  with  no  deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 4  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified,  all  of  whom  completely  recovered. 

Enteric  Fever  (including  Paratyphoid). — A  total  number  of 
7  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  Paratyphoid — there 
were  no  deaths.  The  cases  occurred  in  the  following  months:  — 
January  1,  April  2,  May  1,  June  1,  October  1,  November  1.  No 
associations  could  be  found  between  any  two  cases.  In  one  instance 
the  disease  was  undoubtedly  contracted  in  Birmingham. 

No  cases  of  Malaria,  Trench  Fever,  or  Dysentery  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Influenza. — 8  deaths — 3  male  and  5  female — wrere  recorded 
from  this  disease. 

Encephalitis  Fethargica. — The  number  of  cases  reported 
of  this  disease  was  14,  7  males  and  7  females,  a  big  increase  on  any 
previous  year.  The  number  of  deaths  was  3 — 1  male  and  2 
females. 

It  is  probable  that  a  certain  number  of  cases  were  missed  owing 
to  the  slight  and  indefinite  symptoms  that  may  occur  when  the 
disease  is  of  a  mild  type. 

In  the  more  severe  cases  convalescence  is  often  very  protracted 
and  both  mental  and  physical  deterioration  may  be  marked. 

For  some  time  after  apparent  restoration  to  health,  frequent 
complaint  is  made  of  a  feeling  of  lassitude  and  disinclination  to 
work  or  accept  responsibility,  and  the  remark  “  I  get  so  very  tired  ” 
is  often  made.  A  case  that  occurred  in  a  child  of  9  years  in  1921 
is  typical  of  the  moral  deterioration  which  may  result  in  children  to 
which  Dr.  Auden,  of  Birmingham,  has  drawn  special  attention. 
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The  girl  in  question,  formerly  a  bright,  intelligent,  obedient 
child,  in  every  way  quite  normal,  although  still  excellent  in  her  work 
at  school  has  become  quite  uncontrollable,  untruthful,  steals  whenever 
she  has  the  opportunity,  and  on  many  occasions  has  ran  away  from 
home. 

Of  the  three  deaths  that  occurred,  two  were  within  a  week  of 
notification.  The  onset  in  both  these  cases  was  acute  and  severe. 

The  other  death  was  that  of  a  man  of  63  who  contracted  the 
disease  3  years  previously,  and  who  had  been  gradually  breaking  up 
ever  since.  Of  the  eleven  survivors,  in  two  only  can  recovery  be 
said  to  be  complete.

Of  the  cases  notified  this  year  13  have  died,  1  has  left  the 
Town,  and  30  remain  under  observation. 

Control  of  Tuberculosis.— Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house.

TREATMENT. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  19  (8  males  and  11  females)  cases  have  been  sent  to 
Sanatoria— 13  to  Hertford  Hill  and  6  to  Bramcote.  Two  were 
sent  to  Warwick  Infirmary  (both  of  whom  died),  and  2  were 
admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  French)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more 
especially  in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School 
Children. 

131  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitor.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  two  sources, 
(a)  The  Campion  Terrace  Well  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  centre  of  the  town  and,  (b)  The  Lilkngton  Well  on  the  Rugby 
Road. 

Both  Wells  are  sunk  in  the  Water-bearing  strata  of  the  New 
Red  Sandstone,  and  though  somewhat  hard  the  water  is  pure  and 
excellent  for  potable  purposes.  A  piped  service  direct  to  the 
houses  supplies  the  whole  district. 

Water  Mains. — For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for 
domestic  purposes,  some  35  miles  of  mains  Live  been  laid.  In 
addition,  a  little  over  7  miles  are  used  for  supplying  town  water  for 
flushing  sewers,  watering  roads,  and  other  purposes. 

— Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Borough  Engineer,  I  am  enabled  to  give  the

Since  1913  there  has  been  very  little  variation  in  the  amount 
used  per  head.  The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  has  been 
25'76  gallons  as  against  25‘28  last  year.

The  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  broad  irrigation  over  farm  land 
at  Heathcote. 

(c)  House  refuse  destroyed — 8,512  loads. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  no  houses  were  built  by  the  Council,  and  only 
10  by  private  enterprise.  A  certain  number  of  houses  were  con¬ 
verted  into  flats. 

29  acres  of  land,  however,  on  a  site  known  as  Rushmore  Farm, 
were  purchased  by  the  Council.  Four  acres  are  to  be  added  to  the 
Eagle  Recreation  Ground,  and  on  the  remainder  it  is  hoped  to  erect 
approximately  260  houses,  which  are  sorely  needed. 

Applications  were  received  in  only  two  cases  under  the  Rent 
Restriction  Act.  In  both  these  certificates  were  given  that  they 
were  not  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.

Of  the  85  samples 

of  milk  taken  77 

were  found  to  be 

genuine. 

One  vendor  was  prosecuted  for  selling  milk  deficient  of  16%  of 
fat.  He  was  fined  £5  5s.  and  £2  2s.  costs. 

One  vendor  supplied  milk  20%  deficient  of  fat.  In  consequence 
a  further  formal  sample  was  taken  a  few  days  later  and  proved  to  be 
10%  deficient  of  fat. 

On  account  of  complaints  received,  four  farms  belonging  to  the 
wholesale  producer  were  visited  and  18  samples  were  taken  including 
4  appeals  to  individual  cows. 

An  arrangement  was  also  made  with  four  vendors  who  were 
to  receive  the  same  milk  that  morning  to  retain  a  sample  each  which 
were  also  submitted  for  analysis.  One  of  the  vendors  was  the 
vendor  referred  to  above. 

All  the  samples  taken  from  the  farms  proved  to  be  genuine 
although  three  were  down  to  the  limit  in  fat. 

The  samples  from  the  four  cows  were  of  good  quality,  one 
sample  containing  5 '5%  of  fat. 

3  of  the  samples  retained  by  the  vendors  were  found  to  be 
genuine  and  one  was  deficient  of  16%  of  fat. 

At  a  later  date  2  formal  samples  were  taken  from  the  wholesale 
producer  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  vendor.  Both  these  samples 
proved  to  be  genuine,  although  one  was  of  poor  quality  and  con¬ 
tained  but  3"1%  of  fat. 

Both  the  wholesale  producer  and  the  vendor  appeared  before 
the  Health  Committee  and  were  cautioned  as  to  future  supplies. 
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Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  genuine. 

In  two  cases  informal  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  below 
the  limit  in  fat  and  these  were  referred  to  the  County  Inspector. 

One  sample  was  found  to  be  3%  deficient  in  fat.  The  vendor 
was  cautioned.  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  genuine. 

One  sample  was  found  to  be  down  to  the  limit  in  fat  and  this 
vendor  was  also  cautioned  as  to  future  supplies. 

One  Prescription  was  found  to  have  been  inaccurately  dispensed. 
The  Prescription  ordered  3  minims  of  dilute  Hydrochloric  Acid1 
whereas  the  sample  contained  only  1’6  minims.  This  is  equivalent 
to  a  deficiency  of  46%.  A  further  formal  sample  was  found  to  be 
genuine. 


Three  samples,  namely  tea,  cocoa,  and  port  wine  were  sub¬ 
mitted  with  a  view  to  determining  the  presence  of  any  metallic  or  other 
poisonous  substance.  The  analysis  failed  to  disclose  the  presence  of 
any  substance  likely  to  be  injurious. 

The  samples  of  flour  were  genuine,  but  one  gave  reaction  for 
persulphate  (“  flour  improver”).  The  vendor  of  the  latter  was 
cautioned. 

The  samples  of  butter  and  margarine  were  genuine,  and  the 
moisture  varied  from  11 '8%  to  14" 3%,  whilst  the  boric  acid  content 
varied  from  0'1%  to  0’3%. 

All  the  samples  of  sponge  cake  were  free  from  preservative. 

One  sample  of  sausage  contained  9*8  grains  of  boric  acid  per  lb. 


MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. 


The  85  samples  of  milk  all  were  reported  to  be  free  from 
preservative  or  artificial  colouring  matter. 

Two  samples  of  cream  not  sold  as  preserved  cream  contained 
traces  of  boric  acid.  The  vendors  were  cautioned.  Subsequent 
samples  proved  to  be  genuine  and  free  from  preservative. 
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Two  samples  of  preserved  cream,  and  labelled  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations,  contained  0’2%  and  0’1%  of  respectively  of 
boric  acid.

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NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK. 

During  the  national  rat  week  and  the  week  following  a  campaign 
was  organised  against  rats,  with  good  results. 

Large  posters  and  hand  leaflets  were  distributed  throughout  the 
Borough,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  all  Food  Shops  and 
premises.  In  cases  where  rats  were  known  or  particularly  suspected 
to  exist,  a  preliminary  notice  was  sent,  together  with  literature  from 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  the  Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  Secretaries  of  all  Allotment  Associations  were  circularised 
in  this  manner  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  them  to  join  in  the 
collective  action  which  was  arranged  to  take  place. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Borough  Surveyor  poison  was  laid 
in  the  sewers  throughout  the  Borough. 

2,666  baits  were  laid  at  451  different  points. 

325  re-inspections  were  made  at  these  points  and  the  poison  was 
found  to  have  been  taken  in  all  but  12  cases. 

139  Preliminary  Notices  and  12  Statutory  Notices  were  served 
during  the  year. 

6  premises  were  rendered  rat  proof.

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EXTREMES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

BAROMETER. — The  highest  reading  (corrected  to  32°  F. 
and  Mean  Sea  Level)  was  30'59  on  17th  January.  The  lowest 
reading  was  29T1  on  10th  February. 

TEMPERATURE. — The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  shade  during  the  year  was  85°  on  the  12th  July,  and  the 
absolute  minimum  was  21°  on  17th  February  and  10th  March.  The 
mean  maximum  for  the  year  was  55‘3,  and  the  mean  minimum  for 
the  year  40*8. 

SUNSHINE. — As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.,  there  were 
1336’6  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  3'3  hours.  The  maximum  sunshine  for  one  day  was 
14‘5  hours  on  12th  July.  The  month  yielding  the  most  sunshine 
was  July,  with  22T3  hours,  a  daily  mean  of  7’  lhours. 

RAINFALL. — During  the  year  29*37  inches  of  rain  fell, 
distributed  over  190  days.  The  wettest  month  during  1924  was 
May  with  4‘90  inches,  which  was  distributed  over  23  days. 
February  was  the  driest  month,  with  0’45  in.  of  rain,  which  was 
distributed  over  nine  days. 


MONTHLY  NOTES. 

JANUARY. — The  maximum  temperature  was  50°  on  the  3rd 
and  the  18th,  and  the  minimum  was  24°  on  the  4th.  The  lowest 
daily  maximum  was  31°  on  the  9th  and  17th,  and  the  highest  daily 
minimum  was  45°  on  the  22nd.  The  total  rainfall  for  the  month 
was  2‘40  ins.,  distributed  over  20  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was 
south-west.  Snow  fell  on  3  days. 

FEBRUARY. — The  maximum  and  minimum  shade  tempera¬ 
tures  were  50°  on  the  4th,  and  21°  on  the  17th  respectively.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  33°  on  the  13th,  and  the  highest 
minimum  44°  on  the  4th  and  6th.  The  total  rainfall  was  0’45  ins., 
distributed  over  9  days.  This  was  the  driest  month  of  the  year. 
The  prevailing  wind  was  west. 
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MARCH. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month 
was  59°  on  the  15th,  and  the  minimum  was  21°  on  the  10th.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  38°  on  the  7th,  and  the  highest  daily 
minimum  was  48°  on  the  24th.  Rain  fell  on  10  days,  amounting 
to  0’63  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 


APRIL. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  68°  on  the 
21st,  and  the  minimum  was  25°  on  the  6th  and  10th.  The  lowest 
maximum  was  39°  on  the  10th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  50° 
on  the  26th.  Rain  fell  on  14  days,  and  totalled  3‘02  ins.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  Snow  fell  on  two  days.  There 
were  135*5  hours  of  sunshine. 


MAY. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month  was 
72°  on  the  29th.  The  lowest  temperature  was  36°  on  the  4th. 
Rain  fell  on  23  days,  and  totalled  4*90  inches.  This  was  the 
wettest  month  of  the  year.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  50°  on 
the  8th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  58°  on  the  31st.  The  pre¬ 
vailing  wind  was  south-west.  154*8  hours  of  sunshine  were 
recorded. 


JUNE. — This  month  yielded  147*9  hours  of  sunshine.  Rain 
fell  on  12  days,  and  totalled  1*33  inches.  The  maximum  shade 
temperature  for  the  month  was  75°  on  the  25th,  and  the  minimum 
38°  on  the  14th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  59°  on  the  2nd 
and  3rd,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  was  57°  on  the  16th. 


JULY.- — -The  maximum  temperature  was  85°  on  the  12th,  this 
being  the  maximum  for  the  year.  This  was  also  the  sunniest  day  of 
the  year,  with  14*5  hours.  The  minimum  was  42°  on  the  1st.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  61°  on  the  25th,  and  the  highest  mini¬ 
mum  was  57°  on  the  16th.  Sunshine  recorded  during  the  month, 
221*3  hours.  This  was  the  sunniest  month  of  the  year.  Rain  fell 
on  15  days,  and  totalled  2*73  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south¬ 


west. 
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AUGUST. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  76°  on  the 
11th,  and  the  minimum  was  42°  on  the  9th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  57°  on  the  24th,  and  the  highest  minimum  60°  on 
the  5th.  The  rainfall  was  3’ 15  ins.,  distributed  over  20  days.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  There  were  144'9  hours  of  sun¬ 
shine. 


SEPTEMBER. — -The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  69° 
on  the  8th.  The  minimum  shade  temperature  was  35°  on  the  28th. 
The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  58°  on  the  10th,  22nd,  23rd,  and 
25th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  58°  on  the  7th  and  17th.  The 
amount  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  for  the  month  was  109*8  hours. 
2*68  ins.  of  rain  fell,  and  was  distributed  over  18  days.  The  pre¬ 
vailing  wind  was  south-west. 


OCTOBER.- — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  70°  on 
the  13th,  and  the  minimum  31°  on  the  24th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  50°  on  the  22nd,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  53° 
on  the  10th.  88*5  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded  during  the 

month.  The  rainfall  was  3*93  ins.,  and  distributed  over  16  days. 
The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 


NOVEMBER.- — The  maximum  shade  temperature  registered 
during  the  month  was  55°  on  the  2nd,  and  the  minimum  was  24° 
on  the  18th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  37°  on  the  17th,  and 
the  highest  minimum  50°  on  the  2nd  and  26th.  Rain  fell  on  16 
days,  and  totalled  2*10  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 


DECEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  56° 
on  the  19th,  and  the  minimum  29°  on  the  17th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  39°  on  the  11th  and  22nd,  and  the  highest  daily 
minimum  47°  on  the  5th  and  10th.  The  total  rainfall  was  2*05  ins., 
and  fell  on  17  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.
